FOLSOM, 
Cal., July 
14.—Joseph 


Murphy was hanged at Folsom Prison 
today. He spent a restless night and 
slept about a half hour only this morn- 
•ing. 


He accepted the ministrations of a 


; Catholic priest, and walked 
with a 


steady step to the gallows, where he 


",' remained stolid as the cap and noose 
were adjusted. 


He did riot say a word. The trap 


was'sprung at 10:03. His body hardly 
quivered after the drop, and after ten 
minutes and fourteen seconds he was 
pronounced dead. 


HIS ESCAPE. 


Murphy, with twelve other convicts, 


escaped from Folsom Prison July 27, 
1903, after an assault upon the prison 
officials, in which Guard W. L. Cotter 
was killed, Chief Turnkey P. J. Coch- 
rane dangerously wounded, and 
the 


late Warden. Thomas Wilkinson and 
Captain of the Guard R. J. Murphy 
and other officers captured and march- 
ed out of the prison grounds. 


AN ENCOUNTER. 


The convicts divided into two bands 


after the fight at Pilot Hill, in which 
one of their number, J. J. AlHson, was 
killed. 
Murphy and John H. Wood, | 


the leader of the band, worked their j 
way to Reno, Nevada, where they were 


captured 
several 
weeks 
after 
flie 


break. In their flight they had an en- 
counter with a detachment of the mi- 
litia company located at Placerville, in 
which two members of Company H, 
Rutherford and Jones, wore killed. 


BACK FOR TRIAL. 


Wood and'Murphy were returned to 


California for trial. Wood was tried 
in the Superior Court of this county 
on a charge of murder, and despite the 
fact that he was serving a life sen- 
tence for robbery, the intelligent jury 
returned a verdict of murder in the 
second degree. No penalty within the 
law under this verdict could have add- 
ed to Wood's sentence. 


WOOD GUILTY. 


Afterwards Wood was tried In El 


Dorado county, convicted for the mur- 
der of the militiamen and while await- 
ing execution at Folsom . committed 
suicide by hanging. 


Murphy was convicted of the mur- 


der of Guard Cotter by a jury in Su- 
perior Judge E. C. Hart's court, and 
sentenced to death. 


The Supreme Court, 'on application, 


sustained the judgment of the tribunal 
court. 


Harry Bldridge, another of the con- 


victs, is awaiting execution, 
having 


been convicted cff murder.

For Each Experiment 


in Laboratory, 


BERKELEY, July 14;—For every ex- 


periment performed after today in the 
laboratory of the State University dur- 
ing the- summer session 
the students 


must pay J1.50, and this order from the 
secretary's office has brought forth a 
storm of protest from the fifty students 
who are taking the laboratory cotirses. 


The complaint is based on the" fact 


that no announcement was made of tne 
extra charge at the opening of the .ses- 
sion. 
The announcement 
of 
courses 


merely stated that the laboratory would 
be open daily except Sundays, and'that 
the fee for the. use of It would be 1C. 
Many of- the students taking the courses 
have expected to accomplish the most 
of their work during the last part of the 
session and consequently have a great 
volume of work ahead of them, which 
at the rate of $1.50 an experiment is 
likely to prove very expensive. 


In course* one, two, three and -four, 


given by A. N. Sheldon, Dr. R. S. Minor, 
Dr. E. E. Hale and Robert Butter, the 
students an* 'compelled to work from,9 
o'clock in the morning to 4 o'clock :ln the 
afternoon. 


Courses one, two and three are ma- 


triculation courses, and to make up their 
deficiency il. is necessary for each indi- 
vidual to perform about 200 experiments. 
Many. have one-half of that number to 
<2o yet, and so the charge would amount 
to a considerable sum. 


As the summer session fee Is $12 at 


the time of the registration for any and 
all courses, and the laboratory fee is 
$5, these students evidently figured their 
expenses would be abouf'S20.

Catholics and Protestants 


Asked to Bury Their 


Differences. 


BELFAST, July 14.—An independ- 


ent section of Ulster Orangemen head- 
ed by Commoner Sloan has issued a 
strikng manifesto to the country call- 
ing for the burial of sectarianism, 
which now is dividing Protestants and 
Catholics, and invoking the co-opera- 
tion of all secular forces in the pro- 
motion of the national welfare.

over nearly eleven months, during

The matter came^ before the Supreme 


Court on petitions for writs of habeas 
corpus. The important section of the 
garbage ordinance over which there 
has been such a. fierce legal -battle 
reads as follows: 
"The City of Oakland, its duly au- 


thorized agents, servants, or employes, 
shall have the exclusive right to gather 
and collect garbage within said city 
and it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation, except as Bother- 
wise provided in this ordinance,* to 
collect or gather garbage within said 
city." 
The ordinance then describes what 
shall be considered garbage, fixes the 
rates and prescribes the penalty for 
violations of the act. The scavengers 
objected strongly to having their busi- 
ness taken away from them and imme- 
diately instituted legal action. 
They 
have been defeated at every turn. 
They claimed that the law was dis- 
criminating and unjust to the owners 
of .private houses in that the rates 
were fixed in proportion to. the dis- 
tance necessary to be-traveled by the 
collector of garbage. The court thinks

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The Crusade Against Order. 


Blind Man Tuck atleges that he does not claim the right to violate 


the law with impunity because he is blind or because he is a Socialist, 
but asserts that the ordinance under which he was arrested is uncon- 
stitutional and invalid. That is a question 'of law which is not to be 
decided by blatherskiting and lampooning the Mayor. If the So- 
cialists think the law is unconstitutional let them appeal to the courts 
in an orderly way and.get a prompt decision, and not persist in vio- 
lating a law that should be enforced as long as it remains on the statute 
books. The mere assertion of violators of the law that the law is 
unconstitutional does not make it so; nor are such assertions entitled 
to any weight unless'the contention be properly presented to the 
courts for adjudication. 


A Socialist meeting is not the court of last resort^ and it is an 


affront to the public to raise an unreasoning clamor on false grounds 
against the Mayor for requiring the police to enforce the ordinances. 
The Socialists insist that they are being persecuted because they are 
Socialists. 
There is not a man in the. city who has taken the trouble 


to inquire into the circumstances of the arrest of Tuck and others who 
does not know that the charge lacks every element of truth. 


The ordinance forbids public assemblages in the streets without a 


permit from the Mayor. Mayor Mott voluntarily offered to give per- 
mits for meetings two nights in the week at designated points, but the 
Socialists claimed the right to meet when and where they pleased re- 
gardless of the ordinance. Virtually they claimed the right to hold a 
mass meeting whenever they pleased on any thoroughfare in the city. 
They insist upon holding their meetings on the principal thorough- 
fares in the business center without asking^ permission of the Mayor. 
It is needless to say that if any set of men' choose to carry this con- 
tention to its logical conclusion they could block traffic and paralyze 
business whenever it pieased them to do so. 


The issue is not to be obscured by putting up a blind man to take 


the curse off. Tuck is only a pawn in the game. He is being played 
for sympathy, which he does not deserve. By allowing his infirmity 
to be utilized for an organized attack on public order he has forfeited 
the claim to sympathy that men so unfortunate as he ordinarily have 
on the' community. Scurrilous circulars, false in letter, spirit and 
implication, attacking the head of the municipal government, reveal 
the animus of the Socialist defiance of the law and those clothed with 
its authority. It is part of a deliberate scheme to break down the 
established order oi things—to defy and overthrow authority—which 
is, in essence, the collective arm of the 'public stretched forth for its 
own protection and preservation. 


There is good literary authority for the phrase, "He seen his 


duty." John Hay used it in his. poem "Jim Bludso." It is dialect to 
be sure, but it was nevertheless a popular.idiom of the Middle West, 
and still survives as a form of speech. 


The Yale alumni do not regard Chauncey Depew's connection 


with the Equitable Society as a joke. Depew was- one of the 'Hyde 
dummy directors and drew $20,000 a year ostensibly as a legal re- 
tainer. Nobody has ever been able to find out, however, what sort 
of legal services he rendered in return for this large annual stipend. 
A great many are disposed to regard the Depew retainer as a graft. 
It is noteworthy that he promptly gave it up when the society was re- 
organized' with Paul Morton as its active managing head. It is now 
announced that if Depew does not resign as a trustee of the Yale cor- 
ppration he will be turned down for re-election in a manner that will 
carry the inference of condemnation. As he has been known ever 
since he entered the Senate as "the Senator from the New York Cen- 
tral'Railroad" it is difficult to see how Depew's reputation is to be 
injured by refusing to re-elect him as a member of the Yale corpora- 
tion. 


William Jennings Bryan lights the gloomy portent of coming 


crinoline by declaring "there is usually something good inside a 
hoopskirt." He goes on the theory that every cloud has a silver lin- 
ing. 
Unfortunately it is not everybody who can get at the good in- 


side a hoopskirt. To pursue the subject further would be obtrusive 
and—indelicate. Mr. Bryan is neither old nor bald or he would cry 
with the front row, "Away with the hoopskirt." Besides, the great 
majority of us like to see something that looks good on the outside, 
•and something we can get close up to without crawling under the 
canvas. Many of us, like Falstaff, are fat and grow old, and hence 
are less impressed by the enchantment of distance than the promise 
of a near and fair exterior. 


The Kaiser's fears of the "yellow peril" did not deter the Berlin 


bankers from subscribing ten times over for the new Japanese loafi. 
It is apparent that the moneyed men of Berlin have no idea that Japa- 
nese success in the present war is a menace to German prosperity. 


Court Made Law in Kansas. 


The recent decision of the Kansas Supreme Court nullifying the 


act of the Legislature establishing a State oil refinery in opposition to 
the Standard Oil monopoly is a fresh illustration of the power of courts 
to quash or uphold legislation. The decision was based on a section of 
the State constitution which declares that, "The State shall never be a 
party in carrying on any works of internal improvements." Ostensibly 
the act invalidated provided for the establishment of an oil refining 
plant to keep convicts employed, ajid for the erection of a branch prison. 
The court declares the wording of the act a subterfuge, and takes judi- 
cial cognizance of the fact of general knowledge that in reality the ob- 
ject sought was to provide relief'for the oil prpducers of Kansas from 
the exactions of the Rockefeller monopoly. 
' 


Yet it is absurd to say that the people of Kansas have no power 


under their constitution to erect prisons for the confinement of their 
criminals and to provide useful employment for them. -Kansas con- 
victs are employed in working coal mines belonging to the State. Is 
not this a work of internal improvement as much as operating an oil 
refinery? The term internal improvements is a broad one, and can be 
made to apply to almost anything—cultivating a farm, building a road 
or working a quarry. The court seems to have become suddenly 
strict in its construction of the law when a great monopoly found its 
interests threatened.

The United States Supreme Court is less narrow in defining the 


powers of Congress. It has declared constitutional the act levying a 
ten per cent tax on the note issues of State banks, though the undis- 
guised purpose of that tax was to prohibit the issuance of paper money 
by State chartered banks. The bill providing for this tax was osten- 
sibly a revenue measure, but was never intended to produce :a dime of 
revenue and has never done so. 


Its ostensible purpose was, then, a more palpable subterfuge than 


the Kansas~act appropriating money to erect a refinery to provide em- 
ployment for convicts. At least the refinery would employ convicts. 
.The law taxing the notes of State banks never would produce revenue 
,because it made impossible the issuance of State bank: notes. 
'• 
It is to be observed that the Kans'as Supreme Court gave the 


-,Standard Oil Company "a fearful roast" by way of compensating the 
Upeople for the kick in the stomach administered by the decision. "We 
y must not make a scarcecrow of the law," remarks the court consolingly. 
f^This has a mocking sound. It was said of a famous ante-bellum de- 
kc*s*on that ^e court "gave the law to the South and the nigger to the 
"-,'North." It looks as if the Supreme Court of Kansas has done some- 
;**"ne of the same sort. 


Some School Census Figures. 


According to the returns of the school census, as compiled by 


the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, "tlie number of chil- 
dren of school age'in dalifo'rnia increased by 11,87;! Jast^ear, show- 
ing an increase in the gross population of between 8o,6oo;knd. ,100,000, 
as the average of past years has been approximately prie'scfibol child 
in 4^2 of the general population. The gross total of children of school 
age is 419,275, indicating/that the State has now above 1,900,000 In- 
habitants. 


San Francisco leads with 98,178 school children. 
Los^Angeles 


is next with 57,766; Alameda is third with 35,944, and Santa Clara is 
fourth with 15,909. Fresno has passed both Sonoma and Sacramento, 
showing 12,323 against'10,553 f°r Sonoma and 9,664 for Sacramento. 
San Bernardino makes a good showing, with 9,070, against 8,027 for 
San Joaquin and 8,524 for San Diego—if the returns are correct. 


The six counties south ,of Tehachapi—Los Angeles, .San Diego, 


San Bernardino, Orange, Riverside and Ventura—present" a total of 
93,709 against San Francisco's 98,178, and against 227,393 for the 
counties outside of San Francisco in that part'- of the State north of 
Tehachapi. San Francisco and Southern California combined have 
a total'of 191,882, showing a net majority of 35,511 for the region not 
afflicted with Schmitz and tuberculosis. 


The prospects of an early peace have been materially brightened 


by the appointment of M. Witte to head the Russian commission. 
Witte—often erroneously styled. De Witte in American newspapers— 
is perhaps the ablest statesman in Russian public life today. 
He is 


by all odds the most liberal and enlightened of the Czar's advisers. 
He has the confidence of the masses, and is regarded as being sincere- 
ly desirous of terminating the war. Muravieff, whom he has dis- 
placed as the head of the Russian commission, is the antithesis of 
Witte. He is a courtier and a reactionary—a favorite of the grand 
ducal faction, and an inveterate intriguer .Of small calire. 
He is 


not regarded as a man of. statesmanlike views or ability, and the 
sincerity, of his .professed desire for peace is openly *and vigorously 
questioned by the independent .'press of Russia^ His selection was 
credited to the reactionaries and the war party, and his displacement 
for M. Witte must be taken as victory for popular sentiment. 


What Lawyer;Collins told the British .Columbians'of the way in 


which the law is manhandled in San Francisco is true s.o. far as Collins' 
methods of practicing at the bar are concerned. Practitioners of his 
type have brought more scandal on the jurisprudence ;:of California. 
than all other causes combined. The presence of Collins in British I 
Columbia is a wholesome evidence that justice is' not yet impotent in 
this State.

The Grass Valley Union complains of "a wanton waste of water in 


that town. The municipality owns the water supply, but according to 
the Union less than 5000 persons are supplied from the city's mains. 
It is to be presumed that the other inhabitants of Grass Valley supply 
their own water at their own expense. The Union says the average 
consumption' of water supplied by the city is 2,231,360 gallons daily— 
a little more than 223 gallons per capita. These figures. imply an 
enormous wastage, the responsibility for which cannot be fixed be- 
cause there is no meter system by which it can be determined what 
becomes of the water. In consequence of this waste, Grass Valley is 
threatened with scarcity of water although'having a steady supply 
larger than the average consumption of Alameda. • The situation is 
instructive, and corresponds with the experience of Chicago, in which 
city it was officially stated that four gallons out of every'five pumped 
out of the lake for public use was wasted.

NEW YORK, July 14.—General Horace 


Porter, retiring Ambassador to France, 
•who has arrived here after an absence of 
eight years abroad, discussing the finding 
of' the body of John Paul Jones as the 
result of a search lasting six years, said: 


"At last the excavations brought to 


light five leaden coffins. Four had plates 
identifying the bodies within, and the 
fifth, of far better construction, had none. 
By the process of elimination we decided 
It- must contain the body of the distin- 
guished naval hero. When, in the pres- 
ence of anthropologists, and surgeons of 
note, the coffin was opened, words cannot 
express our surprise at the remarkable 
state of preservation the body was found 
In."Clothed in a winding sheet of linen, 
the arrangement of the coffin tallied ex- 
actly with the historical documents that 
told of the careful preparation to ship tho 
body to the United States, as was the 
first idea. There was tin foil over the 
hands and face, and the interior of -the 
coffin was filled with hay and straw so 
that the body could not roll in the long 
and necessarily rough voyage at that time 
Jn a sailing vessel. 
Together with the 
documents we had the Houdon bust with 
which to compare the head, and so care- 
fully was this done by tho examining 
savants that a mole on the left ear was 
discovered by one. and immediately upon 
examining the bust the same physical 
mark was found. 
"In all the measurements there was not 
a variance of two millimetres, that Is, 
seventy-eight thousandths of an inch. In 


all of this remarkable autopsy by the 
eminent Dr. Capitan, of Paris, is more so. 
Think of an autopsy being performed on 
the body off a man who died 113 years 
before. We know that John Paul Jones 
had an attack of bronchial penumonia in 
Russia, a year before he died in France. 
The autopsy showed the presence of the 
disease in the left 
lung, which 
the 
French physicians long before had re- 
corded as out of service. The autopsy 
further showed, as history stated, that 
John Paul Jones died of chronic nephritis, 
and plainly showed the dropsical condi- 
tion of the patient before his death. 
"The naval hero was somewhat of a 
dandy, you know, and on the body was a 
fine linen shirt, the bosom of which was 
laid with ruffles and plaits. His clothing 
boro the initial 'J.' " 
General Porter will be for some time the 
guest of his son, Clarence, in this city.

Whether these 
latter do It spontaneously; or; require to 
be held.as'the larvae of the other species, 
does:not seem to have.-been-determined. 
In' the devices'of ..these ants ^ there is 
surely one of .nature's hints to .human in- 
ventors.; Since ;the days, of- the spider 
artist; in the ^University of Lagado, -spider 
silk has. been a dream.. The'difficulty of 
its realization has been chiefly. the pug- 
nacious nature, of the spider, which pre- 
vents them being kept together. 
But a 
machine has been invented which seems 
to overcome the difficulty. It is described 
as; a sort of frame containing twenty- 
four miniature guillotines, the blunt knives 
of which descend on- the waists of the 
spiders and hold them fast.

which Joo Gans is credited with having 
taught Sullivan. 
1 
Sullivan has made use" of this same 
punch during bis training"~spell over at 
San Rafael, much to, the discomfiture of 
ils sparring partners. 
But to return to the Sullivan-Nelson 
contest. The opinion has gone out that 
had Nelson a few -more rounds to gt> in 
Jiat battle he would have walloped the 
Jfe out of Sullivan. The fight Itself does 
not show this, but instead the boot is on 
the other foot, and from reliable sources. 
men who sat at the ringside, it Is learned 
that had Sullivan a few more rounds to 
go he would probably have battered Nel- 
son Into oblivion. 
Below Is the account of the laat three 
rounds of that Baltimore •_ fight taken 
from the Sun of that city, ana those who 
are Interested. in such matters can judga 
for . themselves whether Sullivan* or Nel- 
son was in the better condition at the 
end of the bout:

the home of his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Bowen of 1525 Chestnut street, since his 
arrival, here. On the Fourth of July he 
was among the revelers on Park street, 
and it is known that he had been drink- 
ing on the night he was last seen here, 
when he was in company with a short 
man who formerly was employed as bar- 
tender at the' Rialto saloon 'on-Washing- 
ton street 
in 
Oakland.' He told his 


mother he was going to Oakland on that 
evening. 


With his-friend, who was unknown to 


Mrs. 
- Bowen, 
the 
deceased 
left 
his 


mother's home at 
6 o'clock Tuesday 


evening. On Park- street he had several 
drinks with his companion in the Ed- 
ward Louis saloon at the corner.of Bank 
alley, where he appeared cheerful and 
informed an acquaintance, George Wul- 
zen, that he expected to return soon to 
Raymond. 


While in the saloon young Bowen en- 


deavored to get a messenger to take a 
note to a bouse in this city. He said he 
could not telephone to the place, as there 
-was no 'phone in the house. He was un- 
able to get a messenger from the tele- 
phone ofBce and sought a boy on the 
street. Returning, he said he had suc- 
ceeded in sending the note to its des- 
tination. To whom he sent the 'missive, 
which became* a farewell letter, is not 
known. 
The production of the letter 


would no. doubt go far to solve the mys- 
tery of his suicide. 


While 27 years of age, Bowen appeared 


much younger, being slight,of build..; He 
had been at Raymond for five years, al- 
though-he paid a visit-to his-home here 
three months ago. 
Two years ago he 


was in the employ of his grandfather, 
working about the hotel, and George J. 
Foster, -who saw him there at that time, 
says he led a. hard life. 
He had been 


working for a time in the mines, and 
after entering his grandfather's employ 
again for three months returned to Ala- 
meda. 
The young man's parents were divorced 


some time ago, the family being more 
or less broken up. 
His brother, Alan 


Bowen, was divorced by hii wife, who 
was Miss. Susie 
Darniel 
of Alameda, 


about a year ago. 
Benjamin Bowen was regarded as of 


a rather morose disposition, and as a 
rule, it is 
said, 
seldom 
drank.

brother, Edward Bowen, says he spent 
much of the time at home and that he 
was studious. 
His 
mother 
and sister 


were prostrated when ftiey realizes that 
ho had taken his life and were unable 
to offer any theory to account for his 
suicide.

Fritz Boehmer has a big scheme for 
a park and pleasure ground for all Ala- 
meda, which it -is hoped may see' frui- 
tion, as it would' do more to advance 'and 
beautify the city than any plan brought 
forth in a long time. ' Mr. Boehmer's 
plan is to establish a park along the 
bank of the tidal canal.
